How to map a network drive

Open Windows Explorer and select “Computer”
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At the “Map Network Drive” window

Select the desire drive letter

Under “Folder” type the network path for the drive e.x \\co files\tools\<Your Folder Name>

Make sure Reconnect at logon is checked.
